CHAPTER 569

AN ACT to amend 40.34 (2) (a) of the statutes, as renumbered and revised by chapter
90, laws of 1953, relating to disbursements by school districts.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly, do enact as
follows:

40.34 (2) (a) of the statutes, as renumbered and revised by chapter 90, laws of 1953,
is amended to read:

40.34 (2) (a) Apply for, receive, and if necessary sue for all money appropriated
to or collected for the distriet, and disburse the same in the manner provided by s. 66.042
on the order of the clerk, countersigned by the direetor. In every school distriet, except
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a city school district, all disbursements from the treasury shall be made by the treasurer
upon the written order of the clerk after proper vouchers have been filed with the clerk;
stuch disbursements shall be by order check and no order check shall be released to the
payee, nor shall it be valid, unless signed by the clerk and treasurer and countersigned
by the director, except that in school districts having 5 or more school board members
such disbursements may be by order checks signed by the clerk and treasurer and any
other onme member of the board. No order shall be drawn, for the payment of which
money has not been appropriated according to law.
